Kent ain't kidding, folks. I've been in some severe weather 
(Scotland, South Pacific, Saudi Peninsula, parts of hurricane 
Hugo, etc.) and this one was a doozy. The worst of it was

10 miles wide on a S.E. bearing. My part of the valley was 
slammed hard. Sustained winds only lasted about 20 minutes, 
but it was intense. Some telephone poles were snapped in 
two. 2-3 miles from my house, highway signs on double metal 
posts were bent flat to the ground. In the worst areas, car 
windows blew out from the wind alone. 


A neighbor and I were watching in awe as it rolled in at us. 
I know it'll be hard to believe, but it looked strikingly 
like that scene in "Independence Day" (minus the flames) 
where the large ships are flying through the atmosphere, 
boiling away the sky as they go. A huge wall of orange- 
tinted dust with a dark electrical storm pushing it along 
at incredible speeds. Hard to describe, impossible to 
appreciate unless you saw it. We realized we only had 1-2 
minutes at most before it hit us (it was moving xfastx*) so 
we frantically grabbed what we could from the yard, I pulled 
down my Hamstick and was finishing up when it hit, hard. 


The lightning that followed was amazing. Instead of single 
bolts, the entire sky would light up and spidery ripples 
race across the clouds, setting off chain reactions as far 
as you could see. Huge bright green and blue flashes lit 
up the horizon to the west, which I would guess were power 
transformers blowing up since I've never seen lightning do 
that. The whole effect was quite surreal. 


We were the lucky ones on my street - about $400 worth of 


damage. Neighbors had metal gates ripped off their posts, 
roof damage, water damage (the rain was blowing horizontal 
and forced its way into vents, window joints, anything) 

and we're all still trying to sort out the contents of our 
backyards. Talked to a few “old timers" at work who live 
near me, and they said the last time a storm this bad hit 
was around 1970-71. But again, only a small part of the 
valley was hit hard. Go figure. All this and 110 degree heat. 
Gotta love this state. :-) 


So there you have it. I'd finally got my Norcal-40a, 
800mAH camcorder battery, and tuned antenna ready to 
go for these Spartan Sprints and Mother Nature decides 
to show off. Hmmph. At least it was a great show. My 
report: © QSOs, but the antenna system survived. Nice 
when you can just unscrew it and bring it inside. Long 
live the Hamstick. :-)

OK gang, I need help. My 49er has a terrific broadcast qrm problem. I have 
tried several of the mods suggested, to no avail. At present, I have a 
torroid in place of rfc1, which was suggested by Alan Kaul. The rig performed 
great but the BCI was still present. I tried adding an 8 ohm resister in 
series with the torroid as suggested by AC6AN. The rig worked better on 
receive, which meant the BCI was louder. 


I checked with G3YCC about his suggested mod for european QRM only to find 
he has junked his 49 er due to the QRM after confessing his mod resulted in 
less BCI but still had the problem. 


I checked with a local ham who is technically competent, which I might 

add I am not, and it was his opinion that the problem was unsolvable. His 
comment was that without something like a pass band filter, which would 
lower the Q of the circuit, it was not likely that there was a solution. 

He suggested I get a tuner that would filter out some of the BCI. However, 
he also commented that the best solution was to put the 49er on 30 meters. 


So, I have two questions. 1: has anyone actually solved the broadcast problem 
or are all the mods suggested actually working on a partial, kind of better 
basis? 2. How do I put this thing on 30 meters. 


I enjoy reading this listserve and find it very educational. I would appreciate 
any help you might be inclinded to give.

It's done and in the case! Minus the keyer, antenna tuner, 
and a lot of other bells and whistles I'll put in later, but 
it's done in time for my vacation trip! 


I managed to blow up the NE602 while trying to finish it...I 
think that happened when I connected to my antenna tuner, 
assuming the antenna was connected to the other side, which 
it wasn't. The high reflected power took out the 602 (the 
final survived), but luckily, I had a spare (in my NC-40). 
Added a socket while I was at it. So there, Mr. Murphy! 


I brought it to work this morning to check the power out (320 mW 

on an HP 435B power meter with 8483A sensor) and the harmonics 

(2nd down around 30 dB, using a 470pf£-1.5uH-470pf pi filter on an HP 
3577B network analyzer) and to calibrate the dial (7.085 to 7.0415 
using a Marconi 2022A signal generator). Pretty neat having all 
those expensive pieces of test equipment in the lab :-) 


There may still be some improvements possible in my receiver's 

front end filter, I put in the 180 pf mod, but I still don't have 

a good feeling about the peak I'm getting. One of the things 

on my "to do" list is to send an order to Danny's Small Parts 

for some toroids (and replacement NE602s), so I can try some of 

the mods which require toroids. I did see some runaway oscillation 
during transmit, but that went away when I changed the routing 

of the ground lead from the battery. 


For the first time, I used a trick someone had posted here to 
label the front panel (which is a bare aluminum). I drew up 


the front panel in Micrographics Designer. That's nice, because 
it has scales along the side so you can get the size right 

the first time. You can also build up "objects", like 

a calibrated dial, which you can then move as a block, rather 
than as circles and lines and text. Anyway, I drew all this 
up, then printed it on a transparency. Stuck a piece of tape 
over the drawing when it came out of the printer, and fed it 
back in to print again. Now the front panel comes out printed 
on the tape! I put another piece of tape over the first piece 
and peeled the sandwich (bottom tape, artwork, top tape) 

off the transparency and stuck it to my front panel. Looks 
super, and the resolution's great! Of course, you're limited to 
the width of a piece of tape, but I hear there are sheets of 
similar material to be had if you look hard enough. 


T'll still have to take the whole thing apart to paint it and 

to add a keyer, and I hope to add a combination crystal selection 
and power switch. The keyer is my first goal, and I'm still 
looking for a bare bones keyer IC (preferably surface mount) 
that's cheaper than $15. I think I'll probably end up using a 
GAL or a PIC part and rolling my own keyer. I have a space about 
@.5" x 1.5" reserved for the keyer, and I want to see how much 

I can cram in there :-) 


So, I'm off to Martha's Vineyard Saturday, for a week, on bicycles 
with the family (we've rented a house). I'll try to find a place to 
hang the dipole, and I'll be the slow one on 7.040 if it's raining 
on the Vineyard. Thanks again to Wayne, Doug and Jim for a great 
project, and to Jerry Parker for the web site with all the details!

Hi gang, 


Just went on our maiden voyage in our VW camper. Great fun, but I noticed 
on my return that the trimmers on my 15 and 10m band modules had gotten 
shaken around enough to go out of alignment. So, I recommend that at least 
on the higher bands you cement the toroids and trimmers in place. You can 
use silicone (RTV) or Q-dope to hold the toroids down, and "glip" or nail 
polish on the trimmers. 


Next topic: ferrite beads. I played with a few types of beads and 
determined that the FB64-101 is the best choice for the driver base lead 
(2N2222A). You'll recall that this bead is necessary to eliminate any 
instability in tuning up the 10 meter module. DO NOT use an FB43-101; I 


found that this higher-permeability bead will reduce the output power 
significantly on 10m. 


Another 10/12m note: With the FB64-101 bead in place I was able to remove 
the extra termination resistor that I'd been using on the TX band-pass 
filter (in parallel with L4). However, I decided to leave a resistor of 
27K there just to make the filter a bit easier to tune. Your results may 
differ. 


My output on 10m is right around 2.0W with all the changes.

Hi Gang, 

I dont know how to cure BCI in the 49 er but I do know how to 
totally remove it in a DIRECT CONVERSION receiver. 
Some years ago I had a heath HW7 that had dredful BCI problems. 
Here is how the cure was done: 

Replace the receiver mixer with 2 pairs of HCD DIODES. 

Each pair is connected in parallel EXCEPT IN OPPOSITE direction 


connect together ----- SI=s2- 


REPEAT THE SAME 
CIRCUIT AGAIN 


The input to the pairs is differential throu a torroid and 
the output FROM the pairs join together and go to the audio 
filter. 
Oscillator input is in throu a coupling winding to the 
torroid. 
The Oscillator must run at 1/2 the receiving frequency. 


The way this works is that one of the diodes will conduct 

for each half of the cycle.Hence the oscillator must be at 
1/2 the frequency. 
With this circuit, each sideband of the AM signal cancells 
the other out and there is no audio output from A.M.signals. 
You can still hear the carrier but the sidebands are cancelled 
or suppressed depending on the matched diodes. 

Another Plus is that there are no microphonics either. 

The transmitter has to have a doubler stage in it to get up to 
the operating freq. 

Two hams using this setup can operate right under the sideband 
of a BC station and not be heard by anyone else. 
The unit will however copy single sideband. 

There was a QRP article some years ago in HAM RADIO using this 
circuit. If any one is interested I'll look it up.

To measure power at the output of the balanced line output of a tuner 
you can use an RF probe on your DVM to measure the voltage across a 
dummy load. Depending on what you are using for feedline (300,450,600 
ohm line) you would replace the feedline with a noninductive dummy load. 


The ARRL Handbook has had the plans for a good RF probe for 35 years that 
I can remember. In the same section is the instructions for calculating 
the RF power from the voltage and resistance on the load. 


If you dont have an RF probe, it's time you made one. The parts are all 
junk box or Radio Shack and it take less than an hour to build including 
the drive to Radio Shack.

I thought I would throw my two bits worth in. I have found out by using 
a tip tinner cup this also will aid in the life of your tip. The 
engineers here have a habit of leaving their irons on for days and I have 
saved a tip by using these tinners. They come in a small cup and you rub 
your iron into the mass in the cup. This is also good even if you don't 
leave your iron on for days. My iron is on eight hrs or more a day and I 
use a tip maybe every six months. I have to replace it because it gets 
dull not because it is worn out. For surface mount you need a sharp 
point. But I will agree with Ron about the sponge. This is the best way 
to keep your tip good for a hobbyist. There are a lot of companies that 
sell the tinner and they only cost a few dollars and last a long time.
